Ermanno  Wolf-Ferrari  (1876-1948)  was  born  in  Venice  of  Italian-German  parentage. 
Most  of  his  thirteen  operas  are  based  on  texts  by  Goldoni  and  show  the  characteristics 
of  the  Venetian  Commedia  dell'Arte. 

SCHOOL  FOR  FATHERS  (I  Quattro  Rusteghi)  was  first  performed  in  Munich  in 
1906  under  the  direction  of  Felix  Mottl. 

The  story  deals  with  the  eternal  battle  of  the  sexes.  Lunardo  and  Maurizio  have  arranged 
the  marriage  of  their  children  Lucieta  and  Filipeto  with  the  stipulation  that  the  young 
people  are  not  to  meet  before  the  wedding.  This  incenses  the  girl's  stepmother  and  the 
boy's  aunt.  Together  with  Felice,  a  more  emancipated  member  of  their  sex,  they  decide 
to  bring  the  couple  together,  taking  advantage  of  carnival  time.  Count  Riccardo, 
Felice's  ardent  admirer,  helps  in  the  masquerade.  However,  the  men  discover  the  plot 
and  the  second  act  ends  in  a  riot. 

The  third  act  begins  with  a  conference  of  the  three  husbands  deliberating  how  to  punish 
their  wives.  As  they  burst  into  revengeful  rage,  Felice  enters  and  delivers  a  harangue. 
Reluctantly,  the  men  come  to  their  senses,  the  comedy  of  bad  manners  resolves  itself, 
and  all  ends  well.
